COURT OK CLAIMS. 



Messrs. Shanahan and Mason, oi Shan- 
ahan A Co., and Mason, Hoge, Gooca 4 
Co., the syndicate who have the contract 
for the construction of the Maysville and 
Big Sandy Railroad, arrived here last 
night. The work will be divided be- 
tween the two companies at once. Prep- 
arations will be made next weeli 
commence the construction of the road. 
The building of shanties, Ac, for the 
hands will begin next week, and the 
firms will have between 2,500 and 3,000 
men at work within ten days. 

This force will be gradually increased to 
6,000 or 7,000 by July. Mr. Shanahan 
said to the Bulletin this morning that 
the contract required the completion of 
the road by the first of next February, 
but they might have it finished by Jan- 
uary, if the season was favorable. If 
men and money will complete it by that 
time it will be done — unless providence 
prevents. Blacksmiths, carpenters, stone- 
masons, wagon-makers and ordinary la- 
borers are wanted at once. 

It is said that from three to five miles 
of the road will be finished daily, after 
the grading is completed. 

Hon. T. H. Paynter nnd Frank Ben- 
nett, Esq., of Greenup, were busily en- 
gaged last week, on the line of the Ash- 
land and Newport Railroad, in Greenup 
county, in securing the right of way. They 
report that there will be very little trouble 
in the county.— Ashland Express.
